New Evidence is Being Gath-

Will Be Caught. 


Information Given by Men Charged 


With Complicity in the Killing of 
Kentucky's Claimant Governor, But 
the Nature of the Supposed Confes- 
sions is Not Made Public—Prisoners 
Waive Examination. 


Frankfort, Kv.. March 
28—There 


were some startling developments in the 
Goebel assassination case today. 
This 


morning W. H. Culton, who waived ex- 
amination and was held over to the cir 
cuit court, went to the Capitol Hotel, 
where he was in conference with the at- 
torneys for the prosecution for two 
hours. 
He was accompanied by his 


brother-in-law, E. E. Hogg, who is also 
his, attorney. 


It was reported at the time that Cul- 


ton had made some kind of a confession 
but later it developed that the informa- 
tion gained was not as sweeping in char- 
acter as it was at first supposed. 


Culton's friends say his statement 


was not in the nature of a confession, 
but admit that he gave the prosecution 
such information as he had, and which 
had heretofore not come out. 


The conference between Culton and 


the attorneys took place in the room of 
Colonel T. C. Campbell, and there were 
present, besides Mr. Culton and Mr. 
Campbell, 
Commonwealth's Attorney 


Franklin, County Attorney Polsgrove 
tho Rev. Mr. Culton, father of the 
prisoner, and E. E. Hogg, a brother-in- 
law. 


Charges Had Faith. 


Youtsey, when, he was arrested ves-

Crawford, a prominent republican of 
Newport. The warrant charged him 
with being an accessary before the fact 
to the murder of Governor Goebel. 


Others Waive Examination. 


After the Powers case had been dis- 


posed of Judge Moore asked if the com- 
monwealth was ready to take up one of 
the other cases, that of Captain John ' 
Davis or William H. Culton. who are 
also charged with being accessories to 
the murder. 


When Attorney Polsgrove announced 


that the commonwealth was ready to 
proceed with the trial of either Culton 
or Davis Attorney Ramsey, Cultoa'a 
leading counsel, announced that his cli- 
ent would waive his examining trial, and 
by agreement with the attorneys Culton 
will remain at home with his sick wife, 
under private guard.

while fording the river under a pretty 
heavy fire 


"Since Jan. 2 wo have been chasing 


the islanders in the South 
from Pasav 


to Batangaa, a territory about 125 miles 
long by fifty miles wide, mostly moun- 
tainous. 
Wo have been ambushed 


twice tn bad ravines, and had one light 
on the side ot a mountain, 
Altogether 


the enemy lost 25 killed and 21 prisoners, 
but only a few arms. Our casualties 
one man shot through upper left arm. 


We are now resting hero after a 


recpnnoiasance of sixteen days, duriric 
which we covered 180 miles of inoun 
tainous territory.
